Stanley Tendered an Ovation 
Upon His Arrival at Brussels. 


What the Explorer Says of His Detractors— 
Parnell’s Views on ‘the Balfour Land 
Purchase Bill—@Gladstone’s Proposition 
the Only One That Promises Prosperity 
to Irelaod—The British Parliament Dis- 
cusses Bimetalism — Primrose Day in 
Engiand—Marine Disasters—News From

PaRis, April 19.—President Uarnot to-day 
gave au andience at Toulon to Admiral Lo- 
vera, commanding the squadron sent by 
Italy to do honor to the President of 
France. The Admiral presented M. Car- 
not with an eutograph letter from 
King Humbert. The President said that 
the government of the French Republic ap- 
preciated the courteous step taken by the 
italian Government to manifest its friendship 
toward France. Admiral Lovera and Presi- 
dent Carnot afterward took lunch together at 
the Prefecture. The officers attached to the 
Italisn Squadron have been well received by 
the people of Toulon, 


Parnell on the Land Purchase Bill. 
LONDON, Aprii 19.— An interview with one of 
Mr. Charles Stewart Parnell’s intimate friends 
gives his reasons for Opposing the Balfour 
land-purchbase bill. Mr. Parnell objects to it 


for various reasons of policy, justice and law, 
but there is another sentiment in his inter- 
view which would cause opposition to the bill 
if these did not. Speaking of tbe bill he 


ys: 

I the bill passes there will be three classes 
of peasant holders in Ireland: The tenant own- 
ing hisown landas apurehaser under the 
Ashbourne act, whom we may callthe Ash- 
bourne tenant; the tenantowning bis land 
under the Balfour act, whom we may call the 
Balfour tenant;and the tenant holding his land 
at a rent, either jedigial or non-judicial. 
These latter two classes of tenants will be 
placed in an unfavorable position as com- 
pared with the first mentioned. The Asb- 
bourne tenant will have his land ata reduc- 
tion of his present rent of, roughly speaking, 
49 per cent, whereas the Balfour tenant, un- 
der Mr. Balfour’s pecuilar arrangement, 
will for the first five years hold his 
land at a reduction of about 25 er 
cent, and the ordinary tenant will be paying 
arent which will either be the old rack rent 
unreduced or reduced merely to the level of 
the rents fixed by the Land Com mission. The 
meaning of allthis is that everything will be 
unsettied, that agitation will become not 
merely desirable but necessary, for it is con 
trary to reason to suppose that one man on 
one side of the road can hold an annual charge 
of £50 a year, and two men on the other side 
of the 1 pay twice that. sum for the

In conciuding Mr. Parnell refers again, toa 
fear of the violence which might be probable 
should jthis bill pass, and says: 

What ies more natural than that the Irish 
tenants and the Irish rate-payer should take 
it into their heads—even if they were able to 
pay—that it would bea good thing to strike, 
in order to attain n ends, against 
what they would regard as an alien tax? It 
would be altogether the most convenient and 
the safest way of raising insurrection they 
haveever had presented to them, for the 
have never yet had a direct imperial tax af- 
fecting the country at large against which to 
strike. 

‘*Even if a proportion of them went only the 
length of refusing to pay till the bayonets and 
rifles of the police and soldiers: appeared at 
their doorstep to enforce the payment of the 
tax, the obvious result would be the total dis- 
orgauization of Irish society, the doubling or 
trebiing ot the military force stationea in 
Ireland, and a vast consequent increase 
in the cost of imperial expenditure in 
that séountry in addition to the 
probable, or ratber certain, loss of much of 
the money sought to be recovered. The long 
and sbort of the matter is that if the money 16 
to be Jent to Ireland for the purpose of buying 
out the Irish landlords, and if the British tax- 
payer is to be safe, the only real guarantee is 
of that of an Irish parliament, governing the 
Irish people with their consent, and thus we 
come by still another road to the conclusion 
that Mr. Gladstone’s scheme of 1886 is the only 
one that promises safety to Great Britain, as 
well as peace to Ireland.“

The majority by which the motion was reject- 
ed included all the leading members of both 
parties.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. | 


HOW INFORMATION IN BELATION TO X- 
PORTS IS GATHERED- 


Defects in the System That Should Be Rem 
edied — Proposed Legislation — National 
Bank Securities—The Grant Stat ue—Acts 
Approved by the President—To-day’s 
Proceedings in Congress— Washington 
News. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DIePaTon. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—Several Sec- 
retaries of the Treasury have recommended 
a modification of the law regarding the statis- 
tics of exports and while there is no opposi- 
tion to the legisiation, no one das 
yet taken interest enough in the 
matter to introduce sa bill. A proper 
means is desired for taking the exports by 
rail as well as by water. The existing laws 
under which the Bureau of Statistics gather 
information regarding exports were passed in 
1798 and 1820, when our frontiers were 
a wilderness and rail carriage was unknown. 
These laws, therefore, required manifest 
ot exporte onlyfrom masters of vessels en- 
gaged in the foreigu trade. They do not cover 
the returns of exports by the lakes which 
have grown to enormous proportions. The 
special necessity of new laws upon the subjec 
was brought to the attention of the 
Treasury Department by the apparent falling 
off in our exports of cotton goods to China. 
It was found on examination that there was 
no falling off, but that the statistics were lack - 
ing because the goods were sent by rali from 
the factories in Lowell and Man- 
chester over the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road to be shipped at Vancouver. 
Some partial statistics showing the quantities 
exported showed an enormous increase in the 
shipments from Vancouver since the railroad 
was completed. It is thought that there 
would be no difficulty in requiring railreads 
crossing the fruntier to furnish the proper 
statistics to the Government. They eould 
easily require them from the shippers 
at the time when the goods were taken on the 
car; a simple provision could also be made for 
taking more carefully the statistics of the 
business done onthe great lakes. The same 
apparent falling off in exports 
showed itself in revard to Mex- 
ico after the railways got into 
operation, as showed itself in regard to Can- 
ada. Investigation showed that the falling-off 
was apparent rather than real, and that the 
difficulty was due to the incompleteness of the 
rail statistics. The Canadian and Mexican 
statistics of imports furnish some information 
on the subject, but are not as complete or ac- 


cessible as are desired by our officials, 

Chief Brock of the Bureau of Statistics is 
now interesting himself in the matter. No 
cost will attach to the furnishing of the de- 
sired statistics. 


National Bank Securities. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—Senator His- 
cock has introduced a bill which provides 
that National banks may secure their circuia- 
tion by deposits of Goverment, State, railroed 
and municipal bonds of at least par market 


value. The banks are required upon the de- 
mand of the Secretary of the Treasury to make 
good any deficiency caused by 
shrinkage in value in their deposits. 
The circulating notes issued under the pro- 
visions of the act are made redeemabie in 
fifty- year 2-per-cent Government bonds. The 
Secretary of the Treasury shall set apart from 
the amount paid In previously by the national 
banks as tax on circulation and from the fund 
now in the Treasury accumulated from the 
non-preseptation of circulation lest or de- 
stroyed In the hands of the people $20,000,000, 
as a guarantee fund for the protection of bank 
depositories, and an amount equal to one- 
tenth of 1 per cent per annum upon deposits 
shall be paid into the Treasury after the pass- 
age of this act as an edition to this fund, this 
payment to cease when the fund becomes 
large enough to provide the requisite protec- 
tion and to reimburse the Government the 
original amount set apart for the formation of 
the fund. ,

At this time 
there was not a newspaper in the country, 
Maily or weekly, that was not giving 
columns, many of them whole pages, 
to the past of the Stewart house and to its 
future, for the credulous world believed that 
it was to go on and on under the directing 
genius of Hilton—Stewart’s ‘‘private coun- 
del. his ‘‘confidential advlser, his 
„trusted friend,’’ the guardian of his widow, 
the inheritor of his millions, and now the 
perpetuator of his fame in the realms of 
trade. 

And asthe wealth and fashion of New York 
was reading the eulogistic resolutions of their 
fathers and husbands and brothers in Cham- 
bers of Commerce and Boards of Trade, and 
of bank directors and other corporations 
innumerable, they flocked to the great 
store in greater force than ever. And 
then from every State in the Union the or- 
ders rolled in on the old house of Stewart & 
Co. in unprecedentec volume. Firms that 


had never dealt with the house before sig- 
nified their intention of dealing with itin the 
future.

The legatee of a million, the ab- 
sorber of certainly ten times that amount, 
charging iuterest on the comparatively paltry 
sum that was expended to bury his benefactor 
and life-longfriend. In all history there is 
no record of an act like this, and if novelist, 
poet or dramatist, indicating the meanest of 
characters, imagined such a situation he 
blotted the page as too gross a libel on human 
nature. 

NOTHING FOR CHARITY. 
The story of the millions was printed in 
every country in the world, and along with a 
small brigade of Irish and other heirs who 
rose up in long column to demand their 
„rights“ there came appeals for charity and 
assistance from all quarters of the giobe. 
Clergymen wanted to build churches in mem- 
ory of Stewart; philanthropists wanted to 
erect all manner of benevolent institutions 
that should bear his name. For every dollar 
of the whole Stewart hoard, ail that 
Hilton had acquired for perpetuating 
the fame of the firm, and that had 
been left to the widow, there was 
amanor a woman with a project of some 
kind for its investinent or expenditure. To 
allof these thousands and tens of thousands 
of requests, propositions and applications 
the Judge made proclamation through the 
press every month or two that he would have 
none of them. What was he going to do?“ 
Why, he was going to execute the provisions 
of the will and carry out the wishes of 
Stewart. And when inquisitive interviewers 
began to ask alittle lignt on the wishes“ 
they were told to curb their eager curiosity 
and await ln patience the unfolding of the 
great scheme to which the Judge, under 
the direction of the heart-broken widow, 
was devoting all his time and atten- 
tion. The whole world knows now the plans 
and projects that were then undér way. 
It took a couple of years to describe 
them in the law courts at a cost in 
legal expenses alone of at least $1,000,- 
000. The queer way in which the millions 
were vanishing attracted attention in all 
thiefdom, and some past master in crime 
planned one night the robbery of the grave in 
old St. Marks. All the world heard that terrt- 
ble tale with ashudder. The villians who did 


nad as good a right to a portion of the millions 
as some other people and took this inhuman 
means of getting at it. More than two 
years anda Ralf had passed since the body of 
Stewart bad been iaid under the ground, and 
here it was again, What was left of it, in the 
hands of the outcasts of society, above 
ground, po one knew where.

In ail New 
York there was not another woman, perhaps, 
who suffered more deeply than she did, not- 
withstanding the surroundings. Her prop- 
erty melted ay, she knew not how. 
The rentals oF the great biocks of real 
estate ran down to alarming figures, 
and the expenses on the otber side of the 
ledger ran up at an alarming rate. The 
processes of Management that later were to 
make her practically a bankrupt had begun, 
and were working to a charm. So crippled 
was she, sometimes, financially that she had 
to invoke the induigence of her servants in 
the payment of their wages. Was Henry 
Hilton, since the death of his benefactor, in 
any sucb strait? It is not very probable. And 
new, in addition to all, the grave of her dead 
had been rified and aransom was demanded 
for the moldering bones of her husband. A 
$25,000 reward was offered for the apprehen- 
sion of the thieves, and word came from Can- 
ada to the Judge that he could have the body 
for something like $250,000. To what sublime 
heights the Judge then rose as a 
guardian and defender of society! The af- 
flicted, aged widow was pleading and piead- 
ing and pleading for the body of her husband 
at any sacrifice. That body was more pre- 
cious to her than all her millions. But Hilton 
was inexorable. Acrime of this kind called 
for the severest punishment the law could in- 
flict, and there should be no compromise. 
His cry was millions for vengeance, but nota 
cent for ransom. He owed a great duty to 
society, and he would perform it. Here is 
Hilton! It is really a wonder that this gentle, 
suffering woman did not ate under the awful 
mentailagony through which she was com- 
pelled to pass during the next two years, when 
she was led to believe that the body had been 
at last recovered and laid in the resting place 
her love had prepared for it. 

WAS THE BODY RECOVERED? 

But was it ever recovered? Poor soul, she 
died in the comforting belief that it had been, 
and that she was going to lie down beside it 
in the beautiful cathedral. That probably 
was her last thought on earth. In death he 
and she were to be united, never more to 
know separation. It is certain that some- 
thing was lowered down into the crypt which 
was built for the body of A. T. Stewart, but 
there are men in this city who assert that it 
was not the body of the merchant prince of 
Manhattan. One of them is a gentieman 
who knew Mr. Stewart for many

A CHANCE FOR ST. LOUIS. 


PROPER FFFORTS MAY MAKE IT TAK MILI- 
TARY CENTER OF THE COUNTRY. 


Several Proposed Changes in Army Organ- 
ization That Will Redound Greatly to the 
Benefit of This City—Aid From Missouri 
Congressmen Desired—Extent and Effect 
of the Contemplated Alterations. 


IE subject of the estab- 
lishment of a large wil- 
itary post at St. Louis ia 
still being actively agi- 
tated in Washington, 
and those who favor it 
are confident of ulti- 
mate success. An un- 
usual feature of the 
movement is the fact 
that it proceeds not di- 
2 rectly from those inter- 
— ested in the welfare and 
advancement of the 
city, but from those whose main thought is 
the advantage which willaccrue to the army 
from a change of the organization of the 
the military divisions. Army officers, not St. 
Louisans, have taken the lead in the 
movement, and it has been the eubject of no 
little crittcism that the Missouri Congressmen 
have hitherto manifested no interest what- 
ever in the matter. 
REPRESENTATIONS WILL BE MADE 
to the Secretary of War pointing out the mill- 
tary disadvantages incident to the present 
lines of divisions and the benefits which will 
result from a change. Under present condi- 
tions, there is asserted to be no proper reason 
for the existence of the division of the Pacific. 
In the days before the present extension of 
the railroad lines had taken place, the dim 
culties of communication were such as 
to render necessary the establishment of a 
separate division, including the Pacific States 
and Arizona, butsince the completion ofthe 
Southern Pacific, the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe, and the Atlantie & Pacific,all reach - 
ing the Territories where by far the greatest 
number of troops in that division are sta- 
tioned, the situation has been entirely al- 
tered, and the natural headquarters trans- 


ferred from the Pacific slope to the Mississippi 
Valley. To those familiar with the situa- 
tion the evident. There 
are three ot rallroad 
covering the Southwestern territories 
connecting with 8t. Louls, and but a single 
line to San Francisco. This fine, the Southern 
Pacific, runs through a country particularly 
subject to floods during the spring and fall, 
the season when ps troops are most likely to 
be needed in the Indian country, and it is an 
incident of almost yearly occurrence that 
traffic between the headquarters of the divis- 
jon and its most ip portant department is sus. 
pended for days at a time by washouts. 
THE RESULTS OF THIS 

have been feltin more than one campaign 
and the fact can not be successfully disputed 
that the posts of Arizona and New Mexico are 
practic 1 nearer St, Louis than San Fran 
cisco. he removal of the latter district 
from the Department of the Missouri to that of 
Arizona has not been found to work wel and 
ever since the change was made army 
have maintained that the process should have 
been reversed. The necessity of the presence 
or oe Sn me r at Washington, 
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is the abolition of the division of the Pacific, 
the extension of the authority of the division 
of the Missouri over Washington, Oregon 
and California, and the annexation of 
New Mexico and Arizona to the Department 
of Missouri. Not a few officers are in favor of 
the abolition of the Division of the Atlantic 
and its annexation to the Division of 
the Missouri. This would necessitate a re- 
organization of that division, and the forma- 
tion of another, with headquarters at St, 
Louis. Such a plan has many advocates 
among officers of high rank, asit is urged 
thatit would be of great advantage to the 
service. 

THE COUNTRY WOULD THEN BE DIVIDED 
into two military systems, one including the 
Northwestern States and Territories, the 
posts on the great lakes, and the artillery 
stations on the seaboard; the other taking in 
the great district between the Gulf of Mexico, 
the Republic of Mexico and the Missouri 
River. These two divigiona belong to- 
gether, such an apportionment would 
foow the great railroad systems of the 
country, and the constant diff_icultie? that 
have arisen from the splitting up of this 
natural division and assigning it to separate 
commands would be avoided, as would also 
the anomaly of having a division under the 
command of a Brigadier-General. Should 
such «a change be made, and letters received 
from Washington from those high in authority 
assert that if the matter is properly presented 
to Congress this can easily be accom- 
plished, St. Louls will assuredly be 
the base of supplies, and the 
point at which troops for distribution 
as they may be needed will be stationed. The 
system of railroad communication with the 
Southwest and the Mexican border is exten- 
sive and several lines can be utilized, so that 
a stoppage of one will not paralyze the entire 
military operations, an event that has often 
happened under the present system. As a 
base of supplies it is admitted that St. Louis 
has no equal in the Southwest, and if proper 
influences are brought to bear on Congress 
this city can be made the most important 
military center in the country.

THE RACE LINE IN INDIANA. 


No Republican organ in the North is 
fiercer than the Evansville Journal in its 
arraignment of Southern communities 
for alleged suppression of the negro vote 
and for refusing to submit to negro rule 
in local affairs. Yet merely to excuse the 
Republican party for its refusal to 
nominate or appoint negroes to office in 
the North, this same Evansville Journal 
says: 

Not one colored mau out of a hundred is fit 

to hold office. They are ignorant through no 
fault of theirown. Occasionally you will find 
one of them who by means of native talent 
has risen superior to his surroundings, but 
the great mass of them are not only unlet- 
tered, but in many cases degraded. 
No matter how kindly Republicans feel 
toward colored people, they cannot hand the 
destinies of the community over to ignorant 
rulers. If they do, they lose the confidence 
of thousands of voters who are not governed 
by sentimental considerations. This country 
must be governed by its virtue and intelli- 
gence, or it must degenerate into barbarity. 


Now, if this statement justifies the Re- 
publicans in excluding negroes from office 
in Indiana, where the Republicans cannot 
carry the State without the aid of the ne- 
gro vote, and where there is not the re- 
motest danger of negro rule in any coun- 
ty, town or hamlet in the State, how can 
the Journal say that there isno justifica- 
tion for the suppression of the negro as 4 
ruler in communities where his numerical 
superiority and his ignorance are an ever- 
present danger to property and the public 
peace? 

If the Republicans of Indiana dare not 
accord a fair share of public office and

COMMISSIONER WRIGHT'S REPORT. 


— — 

Relations of Employes and Railway Cor- 
porations—The Wage Question. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 19.—Un ited States 
Labor Commissioner Carroll D. Wright filed 
his fifth annual report yesterday with Presi- 
dent Harrison, to be transmitted to Congress. 
It is an exhaustive and complete report on 
railroad Jabor in the United States, and is 

finished up to June 30, 1889, 


The reports state that on June 30, 1889, the 
entire number of railroad corporations in the 
country was 1,718, and the mileage of the 
roads approximately 150, 400 miles. The num- 
ber of employes on all roads of the country 
on that date was 689,912. For the purpose of 
the Commissioner’s investigation the rail- 
roads of the country were distributed into 
seven geographical groups, in which the 
general conditions of labor were of 
a like character, as follows: The New 
England group, the Middie Atlantic group, 
the Central South Atlantic and Gulf group, 
the Central Northern group, the Southwestern 
group, the Northwestern group, South Pacific 
group. Sixty railroads were selected, repre- 
senting all parts of the country and all condi- 
tions of rallroad labor. Connected with these 
sixty roads in these several groups there were 
found to be 241,910 employes, 

Upon Investigating the subject of the rela- 
tions of employes and corporations as to 600 
roads, by which the real railroad business of 
the country is performed, it was found that 
nineteen roads maintain beneficiary institu- 
tions, and a few pay hospital expenses 
while men injured in the service are 
being treated. A very few pay taxes for 
the support of State and county institutions. 
Three or four contribute to relief funds and 
severai furnish club houses for certain classes 
of employes. Six companies assert that they 
pension their superannuated employes, and 
also their permanently disabled people. A 
few give superannuated employees light work 
or allow half-time pay, while a number make 
settlements upon the permanent disability. 
Two hundred and sixty-six companies retain 
in their service permanently disabled em- 
ployes, the number of such on the rolls at the 
close of the year 1888 being 8,121. A very large 
number of roads also provide some system of 
technical education for the men in their 
shops. A few roads have technical schools 
fortheir employes, and in some cases for 
their families. 

Commissioner Wright discusses at some 
length what he believes to be the absurdity 
of the common-law rule prevailing in 
Europe and America which 8 an 
injured employe from recovering damages 
from his employer when the injury is the 
result of the negligence or unfitness of a co- 
employe. 

The wages side of railroad labor is given 
very fully inthe report. The whole number 
of specified occupations of the sixty roads is 
1,117. For the purpose of this report these are 
Classified into seventeen occupations. The 
report shows the facts outlined fer 241,910 em- 
ployes. Of this number 224,570 are employed 
on specified time, as by the day or by the 
month, while 17,340 are employed by the mile, 
the trip, the plece, under contract, or on com- 
mission, or a combination of these with day 
work. Astothe time employed, it is found 
that of 224,570 employes 56,404 are employed 
twenty-five days or leas out of the whole year; 
25,684 are employed from twenty-eix to fifty 
days; 31,014 are employed from fifty-one to 100 
days, and 18,861 trom 100to 150 days. These 
numbers, which constitute nearly 58 per cent 
of the whole number of employes working on 
the roads considered, are empioyed iess than 
balf a year, 42,719 work from 301 to 365 days, 
and 6,558 work more than a full year. These 
two amounts constitute 21.5 percentof the 
whole as working the whole year or over. 

As to wages, it is found that over 73 per cent 
are paid at rates ranging from $1 to $2 per day. 
The average daily rate of ali the employes 

aid by specifictime on the sixty roads ts 
1.64; yet nearly 6] per cent of the whole num- 
ber received less than the averaga rate of all, 
while less than 89 per cent received above the 
average for all. t is also show that ot the 
whole number of employes 161,905 earn less 
than $100 per year, and 383,621 earn from $10] to 
$200 per year, and 21,517 earn from $201 to $300 
per year. The average earnings on aliof the 
sixty roads per year is $243; although less than 
60 per cent earn less than this average. 

he report shows the average daily rate of 
pay in each of the seven groups of seventeen 
occupations. Baggagemasters, for instance, 
employed in group Il receive on an average 
$1.78 per day; in group 2, $1.58 per day; group 
3, $1.32; group 4, $1.46; group 5, $1.10; group 6, 
$1.79; group 7, 2. Average, $1.63. 

The brakemen in the same groups receive 
$1.80 in the first, $1.73 in the second, $1.26 in 
tne third, $1.86 in the fourth, $1.96 in the fifth, 
$1.75 in the sixth and $1.96 in the seventh. 
Average, $1.78. 

The average pay per day of locomotive en- 
gineers in each ofthe seven groups is $3.32 in 
the first, %.15 in the second, $2.90 in the third, 
$3.07 in the fourth, G. 55 in the fifth and $2.79 
inthe sixth. No average is given for the 
seventh. 

Telegraph operators receive an average in 
the first group of $1.42; inthe second, $1.34; 
in the third, $1.50; In the fourth, $1.47;in the 
fifth, $1.57; in the sixth, $1.38; in the seventh, 
$2.09. Average, $1.43. 

Conductors show a very steady rate for the 
1 country, the average being $2.63 per 

ay. 

A comparative table is given as to the wages 
paid railroad men in this country and Great 
Britain. The British rates are taken from the 
official returns of wages paid to railway serv- 
ants on the principal lines of Great Britain by 
the Amalgamated Society of Railway Servants 
of England, Ireland, Bcotiand and Wales. 
This table shows that the average daily pay of 
locomotive engineers in Great Britain is $1.46; 
in the United States, $3.22. Of firemen in 
Great Britain, 9le; in the United States, $1.79. 
Conductors in Great Britain, 97c; in the United 
States, $2.63. Switchmen in Great Britain, 
850; in the United States, $1.50. Flagmen in 
Great Britain, Sle; in the United States, $1.13, 

The report further shows that the 224, 570 in- 
dividual men were employed on an average 
147 days a yeareach and they received $243 
average actual earnings for the year em- 
ployed. These 224,570 were employed to fill 
105,807 positions; in other words, if 105,807 men 
had been employed on full time they would 
have accomplished the same results that were 
accomplished by the greater number working 
on an average of 147 days each during the 
year. The Commissioner, however, states 
that it should not de concluded that these 
118,763 men are out of employment, although 
it is a fact that this feature of the problem 
offers a field for discussion and investigation.

This is how the situation there is explained. 
Three years ago a convention of mine opera- 
tors and miners was held in which the lLill- 
nois, Indiana and Ohio miners were repre- 
sented. The Northern Illinois miners had 
control of the Chicago market then, 
and shipped much to the Northwest. For 
this trade Indiana and Ohio operators 
had long been working. Their invitation to 
the Northern Illinols operators to join in the 
convention was a bait hung Inatrap. The 
convention agreed upon prices for labor and 
the mines were operated under this agree- 
ment. The Northern Illlinois coal is inferior 
to that of Indiana and Ohio, and 
can only compete when its sell- 
ing price is much lower. Under the 
agreement the Northern Illinois operators 
found that they did not have sufficient ad- 
vantage in being nearer to the market to 
offset the inferiority of their coal. Their 
business left them and their competitors 
reaped the harvest. Last year they refused 
to gointo the convention and reduced the 
price of labor to give them an advantage 
in competition. The miners left work 
but haa to give in and accept 
the reduction. This year the Northern IIII- 
nois operators again remained out of the con- 
vention, and propose to continue the reduced 
wages heretofore paid. 

The miners were not satisfied with the re- 
suit of the strike, and are restive under the 
present conditions. There has been talk 
of another strike, but it has been vague as to 
time and objects. Local coal operators who 
have tried to obtain information have been 
quite unsuccessful in securing any definite 
facts. 

There has been some alarm felt in St. Louis 
as to the result of a strike in tnat territory 
causing a coal famine here. 

THE CHANCE OF A FAMINE 
here is very slight indeed, as by far the 
greater part of St. Louis supply comes from 
the Southern [Illinois mines, which are not as 
— involved in any diffleulty. Should they 
ecome involved then there would be danger. 

The alarm referred to has been shown more 
in talk than in the laying in of large stocks as 
a precaution. Some few dealers, who have 
been called upon for rapid and heavy deliver- 
les to factories under contracts, have another 
impression. Comparison of receipts of coal 
here prove their error. 

The tables of E. M. Ward, joint agent of the 
St. Louls & East St. Louis Coal Traffic, show 
that the receipts of coal in this market for 
January, February and March of the past 
three years were, in bushels, as follows:

The receipts forthe month of March alone 

were, in busbels, as follows: 


The increase in March ofthis year is ob- 
served to be 400,000 bushels in excess of 1889, 
but it must be remembered In that connection 
tbat there was more cold weather in that 
month than inthe previous three months of 
winter, and then, too, itis nearly 300,000 
underglsss. 

The receipts for April, 1890, figured on the 
basis of the fifteen receiving days past will be 
in the neighborhood of 3,400 000 bushels against 
3, 100, 000 bushels in April, 1889. This increase— 
if there should prove to be an increase—can 
only de ascribed to an Increased demand on 
the part of factories, for the domestic de- 
mand has fallen off with the warm weather. 

Regarding the possibility of trouble in the 
mines from which St. Louis gets her coal sup- 


ly, 
ie MANAGER SIMPSON 
of the Consolidated Coal Co., which 
furnishes a large per cent of the supply, said 
this morning: ‘‘No demands have been made 
upon us and we have no reason to anticipate 
trouble. We are paying higher wages than 
are paid elsewhere in the State and our men 
are all satisfied. During the strikes last year 
inthe Northern mines our men worked right 
along without trouble. We have paid the 
same schedule of wages for two years and 
there has been no complaint. If there is trou- 
ble in the Northern mines they may try to draw 
our men into it. They would be very glad to 

et our men to strike. We were invited to the 

jolumbus convention, but did not go because 
we did notsee any reasonfor it. The con- 
vention was composed of miners and oper- 
ators from Pennsylvania and Ohio. Our 
largest tonnage isin St. Louis and the mines 
of those States do not compete with us here, 
go we thought it would not be the right thing 
tor them to fix prices for us. Weship into 
Chicago, but our trade there is not large; our 
chief market is St. Louis. 

None of the operators here have,received 
notice of a conventjon on the 23d, as the tele- 
graph announces, and there are no miners’ 
representatives in the city, so the exact situa- 
tlon as seen by the miners and the probable 
demands cannot be ascertained.

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TRACKING a MURDERER. 


The Son of Dr. Alexander White Runs Down 
His Father’s Assassin. . 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispaton. 
SPARTANBURG, 8. C., April 19.—The arrest of 
old Samuel Jeffries for tha midnight assassi- 
mation of Dr. Alexander White, which oc- 
curred three decades ago, is the sensation of 
the South. Now that the matter has been 
brought to 80 serious a stage the eltlzens are 
determined to see that justiceis the outcome. 
The hero of the hour is the son of Dr. White. 
The public are familiar with the leading 


features ofthe crime. The little babe 
ayear old, after the fatal bullet 2 
fired by the midnight murderer, slipped from 
his dead father’s arms to the floor and dab- 
bied in the warm blood. The corpse sat up- 
right in a rocking-chair, and the baby, with 
its bloody arms clasped about one of the legs, 
went to sleep and was discovered in this 
position several bours later. When the little 
fellow grew old enough to comprehend the 
fearful crime he started in to unearth the 
murderer of his father and has never ceased 
in his efforts. The little slip he were on the 
fatal night, stainea with blood, was relig. 
lously preserved. Over this evidence of the 
crime young White vowed to his widowed 
mother that he would not rest until the 
murderer had been brought to justice. From 
childhood to manhood he has kept the one 
object in view,and is now satisfied that a con- 
— yee 1 Jeffries will avenge his 
a ‘ 
2 ud put an end to an unpleas 
New developments in the record of Jeftries 
are being made. The latest ls an attempt to 
orever silence a man who knew about the 
killing of Dr. White. This attempt is what 
led to the clue that placed Jeffries behind the 
bars. When Dr. White was murdered it was 
the general opinion that Jeffries and two 
other men did the work. One was named 
Medlin and the other was James McCullough. 
Shortly after the murder, when 
ublic sentiment was aroused, McCul- 
ough left the State and went to 
Texas, where some ten years ago he died. Be- 
fore he died he made a confession, which has 
been kept under seal and altogether secret. 
It was recently revealed by a serious mistake 
of Jeffries’, Some years ago Medlin died. 
For over a month before death came Jeffries 
was a constant visitorat his bedside, guard- 
ing his every word and careful that he gave 
no information that would lead to the solving 
ofthe murder. When Medlin died his wife 
said that she knew all about the murder, and 
Jeffries severetly brived her to never divulge 
the tale her husband had told her. But, un- 
faithful to the conditions of the bribe, she 
told her son all about it. This was soon made 
known to Jeffries, who determined to get the 
son out of the way. A year ago a house be- 
longing to a daughter of Jeffries was burned 
in the night. It was the act of an 
incendiary, and Sam Medlin was accnsed 
by Jeffries of the crime. The plot was 
to convict Medlin and have bim executed, as 
arson is a capital offense in this state. At 
the lastterm of the Criminal Court Medlin 
was acquitted although everything was done 
to convicthim. Money was freely spent in 
securing witnesses to swear against him, but 
an alibi was proved. The great interest 
manifested by Jeffries in the case was talked 
about on the streets. Then Mediin told his 
lawyer of the murder committed so many 
ears ago. Young White, who bad been faith- 
ully laboring with Medlin, was told, and an- 
other lawyer was emploved to work up the 
case. Medlin and the others have since then 
been bunching up all the evidence possible to 
convict Jeffries. The confessions of McCul- 
lough and old man Medlin are in hand, and 
posh bear hard against their accomplice and 
chief. 


OKLABOMA TERRITORY, 


The Bill fer Its Creation Completed by the 
Conference Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—The Confer- 
ence Committee on the Oklahoma bill has at 
last agreed upon a report and will submit it to 
the House and Senate. The new Territory 
is to be somewhat smaller than the Territory 
Originally contemplated by the House and 
larger than the Senate intended it should be. 
It includes all the lands west of the Two Na- 
tions, except that portion of the Cherokee 


strip lying west of the Arkansas River. Greer 
County is also omitted. The bill 
provides that nothing in the act 
shall be construed to impair any 
right already granted to any Indiansor In- 
dian tribe orto affect the authority of the 
Government to make any regulations or laws 
respecting the Indians, their lands, properties 
or rights which it would have been competent 
to make if the territorial bill had not passed. 
The Governor and Secretary of the Territory 
shall hold office for four years. Provision is 
made for a Council and House of Representa- 
tives. The Council shall consist of thirteen 
members and the term is two years. The 
House shall consistof twenty-six members 
and the term will be the same. 
Six counties are established temporarily 
and the county seats located as follows: First 
county, Guthrie; second county, Oklahoma 
City; third county, Norman; fourth county, 

Reno; fifth county, Kingfisher City, and 
sixth county, Beaver. The qualifications of 
suffrage are the same as in States. A Su- 
preme, District, Probate and Justices Courts 
are provided for. The salary of the Governor 
will be $2,600 and of the Supreme Judges $3,000 
each. The Secretary of State will get $1,800 a 
year, and the Attorney and Marshal $200 each 
and fees. 

No other lands within the territory shall be 
entered upon or occupied by settlers at this 
time. Occupants of lands in the public land 
strip are entitled to preference, and they shall 
be credited with the time they have actually 
occupied the homesteads, reepectively not 
exceeding two years. The lands lying south 
ot the Cherokee strip and west of Oklahoma 
proper, which were purchased last year from 
the Creek and Seminole Indians, will hereafter 
be open for settiement, but they shall be dis- 
yoo of under tne provisions of secs. 12, and 

4 ofgbe acts of March 1 and 2, 1899, heer 
which’ the agreement with the Creeks was 
confirmed and Oklahoma was purchased. In 
addition to the fees provided by law each 
settier shall pay $1.25 an acre for these lands. 

By the nineteenth section of the bill the 
Public Land Strip is declared a land district 
andthe President is empowered to locate a 
land office and to appoint a Register and a 
Receiver. Whenever he shall deem it neces- 
sary he may establish an additional land dis- 
trict and appoint another Register and Ke- 
ceiver. he Commissioner of the General 
Land Office is directed to have the lands with-. 
in the Territory properly surveyed and sub- 
divided. 

The bill carries appropriations of £140,000, 
of which $40,000 are for the expenses of the 
first Legislature ; $20,000 are for the gaiaries of 
the Governor and other officials; $15,000 for 
the rent of buildings; $5,000 for a census of the 
inhabitants, and $5,000 in temporary support 
of common schools.

A MYSTERY OF THE SEA. 


The Story Brought to Light by the Libeling 
ofthe Bark Beatrice. 


Ry Telegraph tothe Post-DIspaTcn. 

NEW YorK, April 19.—The libeling of the 
bark Beatrice Hovener by the United States 
Marshal, brings to light a mystery and tragedy 
of the sea thet is only as yet partly unraveled. 
The bark reached Poillon’s yard, Brooklyn, 
Thursday and was atonee seizedon a claim 
for $13,500, put forward by Calvin S. Crowell 
and George H. Allister,owners of the schooner 
Ettie H. Merritt, which collided with the 


Hovener ina gale ofthe coast of North Car- 
olina off the night of April 7, while the 
moon was shining brightly. The crew of the 
Merritt saved themselves by jumping aboara 
the Hovener—all but the mate of the Merritt, 
who remained on board his craft until the 
next day, when he was rescued by a passing 
vesselandthe Merritt was burned to the 
water’sedge. Three days previous to the 
accident, according to the ~ aig; * told by the 
members of the crew, Capt. avelin’s wife 
died at ses and ber body was prepared for 
preservation until the boat reached port, 
when it was to be forwarded to Boston. The 
day after the captain's wife died the captain’s 
dead body was found in his berth, with his 
two little children calmly sleeping on both 
sides of it. The bodies of the captain and his 
wife were weighted with lead and slid over- 
board into the sea. The crew were in charge 
of the bark when the accident occurred. 

As soon as the bark reached Poillon’s yard 
thecrew disappeared aud when the Marshal 
boarced her he found only a watchman and 
the two ehlldren of the dead captain there. 
The vessel seemed to have been abandoned. 
The clothing of tne captain’s wife was scat- 
tered around the eabin and there was plain 
evidence that the greatest confusion had er- 
isted. There was no cargo on the vessel and 
no food of any kind. Everything had disap- 
peared and no one was left to tell any tales 
whatever of howthe Captain and his wife 
died or of what happened on board between 
their burial and thecollision. The salls were 
bent as tothe breeze. The watchman of the 
yard, when he went on the vessel, found the 
cry ing children and took care of them and fed 
them. Yesterday a man who said he wasthe 
dead Captain’s brother and lived in New 
York, visited the vessel and took the little 
children and said he would forward them to 
Boston to relatives.

Jackson will remain here over Sunday night 
to attend a banquet the colored citizens have 
prepared for him. Shakesplere, the colored 
sport of Chicago, who won so heavily at the 
races here last spring and who is an 
old friend of Jackson, is stopping in 
the city for a few days, and was in 


the company of the Australian when 
a POST- DISPATCH reporter called on the latter 
this morning. Jackson stands 6 feet ½ inch in 
his stocking feet and ordinarily wéighs 210
